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AN ACT 


ESTABLISHING A COMMON SCHOOL SYSTEM FOR THE TERRITORY 
OF WASHINGTON. 


^ CHAPTER I. 


Suc. 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Washington, That the Legislature shall in Joint 
Convention, during its present session, aud every two years 
hereafter, elect a Territorial Superintendent of common 
achools, who shall hold his office for two years, and until his 
successor is duly elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said Territorial Superinteud- 
ent to disseminate intelligence in relation to the value' abd 
method of education. 2 

Sec. 8. He may examine all who apply to him for certifi- 
cates to teach school, and his certificate shall be valid in the 
whole Territory, and he shall be entitled to receive thé same 
fees for certificates as County Superiutendents. He may call 
a teacher's convention at such time and place as he shall deem 
conducive to the educational interests of the Territory. He 
shall prepare and forward to County Superintendents pii iüthd 
blanks designating the questions he desires answered, ón"or 
before October first, of each year. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of all the County Superintend- 
ents of schools to forward te the Territorial Superintendent a 
copy of their annual report forthwith, and they shall also state

It shall be the duty of the Territorial Su perintend- 
ent to make out a report, from the reports of the County Su- 
perintendents, and any other means of information he may 
have, of the condition of the schools ihi the Territory, and sbali

shall also recommend some series of school books to be introduced 
throughout the Territory, and he may make any suggestions he may 
think best for the promotion of education. He shall publish his Terri- 
torial report in some leading newspaper of the Territory, with a request
